Tall ships 


Festival. Large crowds 
expected all weekend 


Hundreds from near and far 
took advantage of yet another 
sunny afternoon and flocked 
to the Halifax waterfront 
Thursday to check out Day 1 of 
Tall Ships Nova Scotia 2012. 

The Gazella, historically a 
Portuguese cod-fishing vessel, 
is one of the many tall ships 
docked in the Halifax harbour. 
Arriving Wednesday after¬ 
noon, the crew members were 
excited to be in the city. 

“Canada always seems a 
little lighter, refreshing, more 
casual and friendly,” said Ri¬ 
chard Bailey, captain of the 
ship. 

Bailey, a Cape Cod resident, 
has visited Halifax in previous 
tail-ship races. He said he loves 
going to the Maritime Museum 
of the Atlantic and tries to 
bring his crew with him. 

“I think it’s important for 
New Englanders to appreci¬ 
ate the historical relationship 
between Halifax and Boston,” 
he said. 

Bailey was referencing the 
Halifax Explosion, when doc¬ 
tors and nurses from Boston 
were the first to respond to 
the disaster. Halifax has sent 
Boston a Christmas tree every 
year since. 

Thursday marked the first 
day of the five-day Tall Ships 
festival, but ships aren’t the 
only things to see. Musicians 


and food vendors are stationed 
all over the boardwalk, and a 
few buskers are also taking 
advantage of the populated 
areas. 

Paulette Levesque stood 
taking pictures of her two 
sons playing on the blue wave. 
The family had been planning 
a trip to the Maritimes and 
scheduled their visit during 
tall ships. 

“We love coming out here, 
and the boys are really into 
boats right now. There’s so 
much to do in one place,” said 
Levesque, who travelled from 
Gatineau, Que. 

There are kid zones on both 
the Halifax and Dartmouth 
waterfronts, with activities 
and bouncy castles open from 
10 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

The festival is rigged with 
free concerts, cooking demon¬ 
strations and other events, too. 
The Fresco Filmfesto is putting 
on a free sea-related movie 
every night until Sunday at 
9:30 p.m. on the waterfront.

Public gets first-hand 
look at Northcliffe 
Centre proposals

More than one hundred people 
crammed into a Clayton Park 
church Thursday night to hear 
three proposals for develop¬ 
ments on the Northcliffe Cen¬ 
tre. 

Halifax City Hall received 
the unsolicited proposals for 
the Clayton Park site after the 
centre was shut down in March 
2011. Because of the new Can¬ 
ada Games Centre nearby, the 
property was deemed surplus 
by the municipality. 

The proposals — one from 
the tennis club that currently 
operates at Northcliffe, one 
from Our Lady of Lebanon 
church, and one from the 
International Language Insti-

tute — led council to stay the 
demolition of the facility, ori¬ 
ginally slated for November. 

“The reason for the meet¬ 
ing here tonight is to see if 
this proposal fits the neigh¬ 
bourhood,” said Coun. Russell 
Walker, who organized the 
meeting. 

Municipal staff presented 
their own vision for the site, 
which includes a new residen¬ 
tial development with a num¬ 
ber of single-family dwellings. 
According to Peter Bigelow, 
the municipality’s manager 
of real property planning, the 


proposal would balance both 
the private and public interest 
of the site. 

All three unsolicited propos¬ 
als fit more or less within that 
plan — although some mem¬ 
bers of the public expressed a 
desire to see the area maintain 
its wilderness component. 

“We are literally the last 
man standing for indoor ten¬ 
nis clubs in the city,” said 
Glenn Dodge, the operator of 
the Northcliffe Tennis Club. 

Dodge’s proposal includes 
the renovation of the current 
Northcliffe Centre as well as a 
possible expansion. 

Leba Ramia, who presented 
on behalf of Our Lady of 
Lebanon, had a much larger- 
scale plan. A new church and 
parking lot would replace the 
Northcliffe Centre, while the 
tennis courts and the basket¬ 
ball court would be main¬ 
tained. 

The International Language 
Institute is proposing a re¬ 
development and expansion 
of the existing facility to suit 
its needs. 



2010 slaying. Pair arrested in Halifax 
murder case released without charges 


Two men arrested in Hamilton, 
Ont., on Wednesday in connec¬ 
tion to the slaying of a 21-year- 
old Halifax man in 2010 have 
been released without charges. 

Ryan Matthew White was 
shot in the chest on July 22, 
2010, in the 100 block of Jarvis 
Lane in Mulgrave Park. 

Almost exactly two years 
later, major-crime investiga¬ 
tors working with the Hamil¬ 
ton Police Service arrested two 
men, aged 23 and 24, formerly 
of Halifax and Dartmouth, on 
Wednesday. 

But Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice spokesperson Const. Holly 
Smith said Thursday that both 
men had been interviewed by 
investigators and released with¬ 



out charges. 

A third person, a 20-year-old 
Halifax man, was also arrested 
in relation to the case on Wed¬ 
nesday at 9 p.m. during a traffic 
stop on Highway 118. He was 
then interviewed and later re¬ 


leased. 

The investigation into the 
White case heated up recently 
when new information led po¬ 
lice to search nearby Fort Need¬ 
ham Park on June 29. Smith 
wouldn’t say if police seized 
any new evidence. 

But she did say Wednesday 
it got the ball rolling and more 
information came in, especially 
after White’s case was added to 
the province’s reward program 
for unsolved crimes on July 6. 

In 2010, police said they 
believed the shooting wasn’t 
random and may be related to a 
dispute. Smith said whether or 
not it was connected to drugs 
will be a part of the investiga¬ 
tion.

NSP. Customers should 
pay for biomass ])lant if 
necessary: Premier 


Nova Scotia Power custom¬ 
ers should pay the costs of 
operating a biomass plant for 
the next two years if a deal 
to sell a shuttered Cape Bre¬ 
ton paper mill goes through, 
Premier Darrell Dexter said 
Thursday. 

But Dexter said any con¬ 
cerns that running the mill, 
which closed last fall, won’t 
offset the cost of running the 
biomass facility are “false” 
and “hypothetical.” 

Dexter said the economic 
ramifications of the mill not 
reopening would exceed what 
Nova Scotia Power custom¬ 
ers would pay to operate the 
$208-million biomass plant. 

“The loss in terms of eco¬ 
nomic impact and in terms of 
the contribution to the prov¬ 
ince would far exceed any 
cost associated with the oper¬ 
ation of the biomass plant,” 
he said. 

His comments come a day 
after a lawyer raised the pos¬ 
sibility of power customers 
facing the costs of running 
the biomass plant at a Nova 



Scotia Utility and Review 
Board hearing. 

The hearing into a pro¬ 
posed discount electricity 
rate for the mill concluded 
Wednesday, and the prospect¬ 
ive buyer of the mill is urging 
the regulator to make a deci¬ 
sion before the end of August. 

Pacific West Commercial 
has said that without a deci¬ 
sion in its favour and approv¬ 
al from the Canada Revenue 
Agency, the deal to buy the 
mill could collapse.

Premier Darrell Dexter says 
he finds it difficult to believe 
Halifax City Hall didn’t know 
about Trade Centre Ltd.’s de¬ 
cision to take over box-office 
operations at the Halifax Met¬ 
ro Centre. 

Speaking after a cabinet 
meeting Thursday, Dexter 
told reporters he thought mu¬ 


nicipal auditor general Lariy 
Munroe’s report on the box 
office issue was “revealing.” 

But “I find it hard to be¬ 
lieve that they didn’t know 
what was going on at the 
time,” Dexter said. 

“It’s difficult to imagine 
that this comes as the shock 
to (HRM) that it now appears 
(to be).” 

Munroe examined TCL’s 
unilateral takeover of the 
Metro Centre’s box oper¬ 
ations as part of a larger 
examination of the concert- 
cash scandal. 

In that report, he could 
find no documentation sup¬ 
porting claims that HRM staff 
or council were not made 
aware of the decision until 
after the takeover. The cur¬ 


rent CEO of TCL, Scott Fer¬ 
guson, as well as former CEO 
Fred MacGillivray, have said 
that senior city hall staff were 
in the loop. 

Despite Ferguson’s admit¬ 
ted role in both the concert 
cash scandal and the takeover 
of box-office operations, Dex¬ 
ter said he has no concerns 
about Ferguson’s perform¬ 
ance. 

Dexter also said the fact 
the takeover was done with¬ 
out any kind of formal agree¬ 
ment between the province 
and the municipality is “their 
problem.”

Neither Zinck nor Crown 
lawyer Andrew Macdonald 
would speculate how long a 
trial might last. 

Zinck is one of four prov¬ 
incial politicians charged in 
February 2011 following an 
investigation into constitu¬ 
ency-allowance spending. 

Former Toiy cabinet min¬ 
ister Richard Hurlburt will be

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HRM residents are getting greener 
all the time, new survey shows 



Public opinion poll. 
We’re recycling and 
conserving more than 
we did just a year ago 




We are getting greener all 
the time in HRM — and more 
energy-conscious too. Recent 
survey data indicates people 
are recycling more and con¬ 
serving more than they were 
a year ago. 

Let’s start with the energy 
side of things. Sixty-seven per 
cent of HRM respondents are 
mostly motivated to conserve 
because of concern over the 
environment. 

This is a major shift from 
three years ago, when 55 per 
cent of respondents to a simi¬ 
lar survey indicated they con¬ 
served because of cost savings 
or to comply with regulations. 

For those into recycling, 


80 per cent do it because of 
environmental concerns. This 
is only up marginally over the 
same three-year period. 

What has changed, how¬ 
ever, are the types of things 
people are now doing regu¬ 
larly to produce less waste 
in their daily lives. The list 


is long and the habits are 
changing. 

An interesting pattern 
emerges when respondents 
are asked whether they are 
doing more of certain activ¬ 
ities now as compared to a 
year ago. Forty-three per cent 
are turning off the tap more 


regularly when brushing their 
teeth. Sixty-four per cent al¬ 
most always dispose of paints, 
solvents and similar products 
properly. 

Another 24 per cent say 
that they are more likely to 
wash full loads of wash in¬ 
stead of partial ones, while 


51 per cent tell us they have 
installed at least some energy¬ 
saving light bulbs during the 
past year. 

And 41 per cent regularly 
seek out environmentally 
sensitive products when shop¬ 
ping. Our habit of using plas¬ 
tic bags when shopping is also 
going down — at least at the 
grocery store, where 89 per 
cent of us say we use our own 
bags at least some of the time. 
However, only 37 per cent 
of respondents say they use 
their own bags all the time.

A lanky, long-haired man wear¬ 
ing a baseball cap and plaid 
shorts with a fake Michigan 
driver’s license carried out a 
deadly suicide attack on a bus 
full of Israeli vacationers, Bul¬ 
garian officials said Thursday. 

Israeli Prime Minister Benja¬ 
min Netanyahu blamed the at¬ 
tack on Iranian-backed Hezbol¬ 
lah, a Lebanese Shiite Muslim 
guerrilla group, and threatened 
retaliation. Seven people — five 
Israelis, the Bulgarian driver 
and the bomber — died in the 
blast Wednesday. 

Although no group claimed 
responsibility, Israel has attrib¬ 
uted a series of attacks on its 
citizens around the world in 
recent months to Iran and its 
Shiite proxies, threatening to 
escalate a shadow war between 
the two arch-enemies. 

The attack occurred shortly 
after the Israelis boarded a bus 
outside the airport in the Black 
Sea resort town of Burgas, a 
popular destination for Israeli 
tourists — particularly for 
high school graduates before 
they are drafted into militaiy 
service. 

Bulgarian television aired 
security camera footage Thurs¬ 
day showing the suspected 
bomber wandering in and out 
of the terminal shortly before 
the blast. He was dressed as a 
tourist himself, wearing a base¬ 
ball cap, T-shirt, plaid shorts 
and sneakers with short white 
socks. He carried a large back¬ 
pack with wheels. 

Officials said the bomb 
detonated in the luggage com¬ 
partment of the bus as the at¬ 
tacker mingled among his vic¬ 
tims. 

The Israelis had just ar¬ 
rived on a charter flight from 
Tel Aviv carrying 154 people, 
including eight children.

Syrian President Bashar Assad

A brief state TV report 
showed Assad dressed in a 
suit and tie and swearing in 
his new defence minister.

Roughest sheriff in America’

The first U.S. church official 
convicted of endangering 
children in a priest abuse 
scandal asked Thursday for 
a sentence of house arrest or 
probation, calling a long pris¬ 
on term “cruel and unusual.” 

Monsignor William Lynn, 
61, of Philadelphia awaits 
sentencing Tuesday. 

Lynn, the former secre¬ 
tary for clergy at the city’s 
Roman Catholic archdiocese, 
handled priest assignments 
and child-sexual-assault com¬ 
plaints from 1992 to 2004. 

He faces up to seven 
years in prison after a jury 
convicted him last month of 
felony child endangerment 
for his oversight of now-de- 
frocked priest Edward Avery. 
Avery is serving up to five 
years in prison after pleading 
guilty to child sexual assault 
and conspiracy. 

Prosecutors spent a dec¬ 
ade investigating hundreds 
of sex-abuse complaints 
kept in secret files at the 
archdiocese and issued two 
damning grand-jury reports. 
They argue that Lynn and 
unindicted co-conspirators 
in the church hierarchy kept 
children in danger by cover¬ 
ing up reports that priests

For six years, the self-pro¬ 
claimed toughest sheriff 
in America has vehement¬ 
ly denied allegations that 
his deputies racially 
profile Latinos in his 
trademark immigration pa¬ 
trols. 

Now Joe Arpaio, the 
sheriff in Arizona’s most 
populous county, Maricopa, 
will have to convince a 
federal judge presiding 
over a lawsuit that went to 
trial Thursday and is expected 
to last until early August. 

The plaintiffs say Arpaio’s 
officers based some traffic 
stops on the race of Hispanics 
who were in vehicles, had no 
probable cause to pull them 
over and made the stops 
so they could inquire 
about their immigration 
status. 

“It’s our view that the prob¬ 
lem starts at the top,” plain¬ 
tiffs’ attorney Stan Young said. 

The lawsuit will serve 
as a bellwether for a simi¬ 
lar yet broader civil-rights 
lawsuit filed against Arpaio in 
May by the U.S. Department of 
Justice. 

Arpaio has said the 
lawsuit is a politically motiv¬ 
ated attack by the Obama ad¬ 
ministration as a way to court 
Latino voters in a presidential 
election year. Justice officials 
say the department began 
its initial civil-rights inquiry 
of Arpaio’s office during the 
Bush administration and noti-

fied the sheriff of its formal in¬ 
vestigation a few months after 
Obama took office. 

The plaintiffs, which in¬ 
clude the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union of Arizona, aren’t 
seeking money damages and 
instead are seeking a declara¬ 
tion that Arpaio’s office racial¬ 
ly profiles and an order that 
requires it to make changes to 
prevent what they said is dis¬ 
criminatory policing. 

If Arpaio loses the civil 
case, he won’t face jail time 


or fines. 

Tim Casey, who is de¬ 
fending Arpaio, said the pa¬ 
trols were properly planned 
out and executed. He said 
“race and ethnicity had noth¬ 
ing to do with the traffic 
stops.” 

The civil rights lawsuit 
makes many of the same ra¬ 
cial profiling allegations as 
the other lawsuit, but goes fur¬ 
ther to say that Arpaio’s office 
retaliated against its critics, 
punished Latino jail inmates 


with limited English skills for 
speaking Spanish and failed to 
adequately investigate a large 
number of sex-crimes cases. 
No trial date in that case has 
been set. 

Arpaio has staked his repu¬ 
tation on immigration en¬ 
forcement and, in turn, won 
support and financial con¬ 
tributors from people across 
the country who helped him 
build a $4 million campaign 
war chest. 

The patrols have brought 
allegations that Arpaio him¬ 
self ordered some of them not 
based on reports of crime but 
letters from residents who 
complained about people with 
dark skin congregating in 
an area or speaking Spanish.

Wildfires 
still burning 
across Greece 


Over 8o blazes 
reported New 

coalition government 
suggested that steep 
budget cuts had hurt 
fire-fighting efforts 


Greek authorities evacuated 
a children’s summer camp, a 
retirement home and a monas- 
teiy near Athens on Thursday 
as a wildfire swept through 
forest land, damaging at least 
five homes. The blaze was one 
of several dozen reported in the 
country over the past two days. 

Greece’s fire brigade said 
two people were lightly injured 
in the wildfire near the town 
of Keratea, some 40 kilometres 
southeast of the capital. One 
man suffered bums, while a 
motorcyclist was hit by a burn¬ 
ing electricity pole. 

Officials said 300 children 
were evacuated as a precaution 


from the camp, and an unspeci¬ 
fied number of people from the 
retirement home and the mon¬ 
astery. 

More than 170 fire fight¬ 
ers, assisted by seven water¬ 
dropping planes and two heli¬ 
copters, managed to bring the 
blaze under partial control by 
late Thursday. 

The cause of the fire was 
not immediately clear, but such 
blazes are common in the hot, 
diy summer months. More 
than 60 people were killed 
when forest fires devastated 
southern Greece in 2007. 

Another two fires were 
burning through the islands of 
Zakynthos in the west of Greece 
and Crete in the south, but in¬ 
habited areas were not under 
threat, the fire brigade said. 

Nearly 80 wildfires were re¬ 
ported over the past two days 
across the country, and least six 
villages were evacuated Wed¬ 
nesday in southern Greece and 
Crete.

NDP ethics critic 
calls appointment 
‘unacceptable' 


A senior aide to the prime min¬ 
ister is taking a government af¬ 
fairs job with Air Canada, rais¬ 
ing pointed questions about 
the strength of ethical rules 
that are supposed to guide the 
post-political actions of Parlia¬ 
ment Hill staffers. 

Derek Vanstone, current¬ 
ly Stephen Harper’s deputy 
chief of staff, will become 
Air Canada’s vice-president 
of corporate strategy and 
government affairs in Sep¬ 
tember, the Montreal-based 
airline announced Thursday. 

Ihe hire was vetted by 
Conflict of Interest and Ethics 
Commissioner Mary Dawson; 
both Air Canada and the prime 


minister’s office said they were 
well aware of the ethical obli¬ 
gations facing Vanstone as he 
moves into the new role. 

“Air Canada understands 
that there are a number of post¬ 
employment restrictions for 
Derek with respect to federal 
government relations,” said air¬ 
line spokeswoman Angela Mali. 

The hurdles Vanstone 
needed to clear to get the job 
include a five-year ban on be¬ 
coming a registered lobbyist 
and a mandatory cooling-off 
period that prohibits involve¬ 
ment with any company with 
which he’s had significant 
government dealings. 

NDP ethics critic Charlie 
Angus called the appoint¬ 
ment unacceptable. “What 
we are seeing here is again 
the old boys’ club, the revolv¬ 
ing door,” he said.

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Manchester. Bomb plot 
foiled after police respond 
to domestic dispute 


A planned bomb attack on Jew¬ 
ish sites in the English city of 
Manchester was foiled when 
the husband-and-wife team 
behind the plot became em¬ 
broiled in a domestic dispute, 
prosecutors said in a case that 
led to the wife’s conviction 
Thursday. 

Prosecutor Bobbie Cheema 
told Manchester Crown Court 
that police were called when 
33-year-old Mohammed Sajid 
Khan and his 38-year-old wife 
Shasta got into an argument at 
their home last July Shasta’s 
family was drawn into the 
squabble, and at one point 
the dispute got physical, with 
Mohammed assaulting his 
father-in-law 

Officers called to deal with 
a domestic violence episode 
got a little more than they bar¬ 
gained for, Cheema told the 
jury in opening remarks deliv¬ 
ered last month. 

She said that one of Shas¬ 


ta’s brothers told the officers 
Mohammed was “a home¬ 
grown terrorist.” Shasta joined 
in too, proceeding to “spill 
the beans” on her husband’s 
terrorist activities — all while 
denying she had anything to 
do with them. 

Officers searching the 
home found beheading videos, 
al-Qaida propaganda, bomb¬ 
making guides, safety goggles, 
syringes, peroxide, bleach and 
electrical equipment. Detec¬ 
tives perusing the pair’s com¬ 
puter records found evidence 
of web searches for informa¬ 
tion on how to make explo¬ 
sives from acid and bleach, 
as well as notes referring to 
firearms and addresses at the 
heart of Manchester’s Jewish 
community. 

An examination of the 
satellite navigation in Shasta 
Khan’s car showed several 
trips to Jewish areas of the city.

Scotland Yard. Suspected 
terrorists charged 


Three British Muslims, includ¬ 
ing a convert who was featured 
in a documentary about radical 
Islam and a former London po¬ 
lice support officer, have been 
charged with travelling to Pak¬ 
istan for terror training, police 
said Thursday. 

Richard Dart, 29, Imran 
Mahmood, 21, and Jahangir 
Alom, 26, had travelled to Pak¬ 
istan between 2010 and 2012 
“with the intention of com¬ 
mitting acts of terrorism or 
assisting another to commit 
such acts,” Scotland Yard said 
in a statement. Police also al¬ 


leged that the three provided 
others with advice and coun¬ 
selling about how to travel to 
Pakistan, find training and stay 
safe while there. 

Two others, 22-year-old 
Rulcsana Begum and 47-year- 
old Khalid Javed Baqa, were 
charged with having material 
likely to be useful for terror¬ 
ism. 

All five, who were kept in 
custody, had been arrested 
earlier this month, and at least 
two of the accused had previ¬ 
ously come to public attention.

Obama targets retired 
Americans while 
Romney criticizes 
president for job losses 


U.S. President Barack Obama 
told voters in Florida on Thurs¬ 
day that Republican challenger 
Mitt Romney wants to undo 
the structures of American so¬ 
ciety that built a vibrant mid¬ 
dle class. 

Romney, speaking in a 
Boston suburb, repeated his 
charge that Obama was more 
concerned with his re-election 
than bringing down the na¬ 
tion’s high rate of unemploy¬ 
ment. 

“The job he’s interested in 
protecting is his own,” Romney 
said. “The job that should be 
protected is the job of men and 
women in this country who 
want to get jobs, who want to 
go back to work, who want to 
have rising incomes again.” 

The men battling to win 
the November election for 
the White House are engaging 
in the kind of intense cam¬ 
paigning normally reserved for 
the final weeks of the contest. 

Obama’s decision to spend 
two days in Florida signals the 
importance of the state. If the 
president can win there, as he 
did in 2008, Romney would 
have a difficult time blocking 
the president’s return to the 
White House. The U.S. presi¬ 
dential elections are not won 
according to the popular vote 
nationally but in state-by-state 
contests. 

Obama and Romney are in 
one of the closest presidential 
contests in recent memory.

Incumbent presidents nor¬ 
mally have an advantage, but 
Obama’s has been diminished 
by voter concerns over the 
sluggish economic recovery 
and 8.2 per cent unemploy¬ 
ment. 

The race promises to be 
even closer in Florida. The state 
provided the deciding margin 
in George W. Bush’s victory in 
2000, and it has been closely 


contested ever since. Obama 
aides said that since 1992, vot¬ 
ers in the state have cast more 
than 32.5 million votes during 
the past five presidential elec¬ 
tions, and only a total of 57,000 
votes have separated the two 
parties in those campaigns. 

Republicans are holding 
their national convention in 
Florida in August in hopes of 
giving themselves an edge in 
the state. 

Obama was hitting hard 
on themes important to resi¬ 
dents of Florida, a state heavily 
populated with retired Amer¬ 
icans, military personnel and a 
middle class worried about the 
slow economic recovery and 
unemployment. 

The president said the basic 
bargain in the United States 
was “at risk like never before” 
because of Republican policies.

Canadian bank customers 
surveyed in an annual poll 
are less satisfied with their fi¬ 
nancial institutions than they 
were a year ago, at least partly 
due to the rising fees they’re 
being charged. 

The survey from J.D. 
Power and Associates, re¬ 
leased Thursday, found that

the percentage of customers 
who say they will “definitely” 
reuse their bank in the future 
declined by four percentage 
points since a year ago.

At least part of the ris¬ 
ing discontent was tied to a 
greater number of customers 
who have been slapped with 
higher fees, with 27 per cent 
of respondents saying their 
charges went up this year, 
compared with 17 per cent in 
2011. 

Many of the respondents 
also said they had a lower 
overall opinion of the reliabil¬ 
ity and financial stability of 
their banks. 

The annual J.D. Power sur¬ 
vey polled 12,000 Canadians 
who use either banks or credit 
unions. Included were Royal 
Bank, Scotiabanlc, CIBC, Bank 
of Montreal and TD Bank.

Ford Motor Co. is telling 
Canadian and U.S. owners 
of one version of the brand- 
new Ford Escape not to 
drive the SUVs until dealers 
can fix fuel lines that can 
crack and spill gasoline, 
causing engine fires. 

The company issued the 
unusual warning on Thurs¬ 
day and said it is recalling 
2013 Escapes equipped 
with 1.6-litre four-cylinder 
engines. 

Ford says it has three 
reports of fires: Two at the 
factory and one while a 
customer was driving an 
Escape. 

No one has been 
injured. The recall affects 
11,500 Escapes in the 
U.S. and Canada. Only 
4,800 have been sold to 
customers.

Consumer debt growth was 
about 30 per cent lower in the 
second quarter than a year ear¬ 
lier — the biggest slowdown 
since before the recession, ac¬ 
cording to a consumer credit 
study released Thursday. 

Equifax Canada’s quarterly 
consumer credit trends report 
found that consumer indebted¬ 
ness, excluding mortgage debt, 
grew 3.1 per cent year-over-year 
in the second quarter, down 
from 4.4 per cent in the same 
period of 2011. The study also 
found that high-interest credit 
card debt fell by 3.8 per cent 
in the quarter and consumer 
bankruptcies were down 4.5 
per cent from a year earlier. 

Meanwhile, bank loans and 
lines of credit showed very 
moderate growth compared to 
a year ago. And while consum¬ 
ers continued to take on debt, 
it is encouraging that the rate 
of acceleration is moderating 
significantly, said Nadim Abdo,

The biggest increase in out¬ 
standing balances was for non¬ 
bank auto finance loans and 
leases, which grew by eight per 
cent from the second quarter of 
2011.

The 3.1 per cent 
rate of debt growth was also

Wine corks used 
to create art 

Anyone who truly loves 
wine will know about that 
insatiable desire to collect 
corks of your favourite 
bottles of red and white 
wine. Yet hoarding all those 
pieces of tree bark for 
sentimental value could be 
a sign of a pretty mischiev¬ 
ous habit. 

Here, artist Scott 
Gundersen shows how to 
use those corks to beauti¬ 
ful effect. The 33-year-old 
“up-cycles” thousands of 
used wine corks into amaz¬ 
ing portraits. The portrait 
Grace, pictured, is made up 
of a staggering 9,217 wine 
corks and almost double 
that amount in nails, which 
hold the corks in place.

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Bring on the (good) bad guys

Richard: Mark, this story 
seemed like it played out in 
real life on our streets, albeit 
without capes, gadgets and 
murderous villains. When 
Selina purrs “You’re all go¬ 
ing to wonder how you ever 
thought you could live so 
large, and leave so little for 
the rest of us,” into Bruce’s 
ear, it sounds ripped from the 
headlines. Such is the timeli¬ 
ness of the film, but is this is 


a summer blockbuster, or a 
treatise on the haves and the 
have-nots? 

Mark: The movie comes out 
squarely on the side of law, 
order, and social hierarchy. 
Chris Nolan is smart enough 
to know that if he wants to 
make blockbusters he isn’t 
going to get financing from 
the 99 per cent. So the pol¬ 
itics of the film are a bit con¬ 
fused, but the rest of it works. 
It’s smart, if a bit talky, and 
beautifully cast. The big ques¬ 
tion is: Is it as good as The 
Dark Knight? 

RC: I think it is more easily 
comparable to Batman Begins. 
Both those movies have the 
same land of tone. As for The 
Dark Knight, I’d have to say it’s 


as good, but in a different way. 
It’s a more structured, linear 
film, mainly because the vil¬ 
lain is more straightforward. 
Bane is a troublemaker — he’s 
one part modem day terrorist, 
two parts Attila the Hun — but 
he lacks the Joker’s unpredict¬ 
ability, which is the thing that 
made the middle movie such 
a treat. 

MB: Yes, what’s missing from 
this film is a great villain. It’s 
hard to enjoy Bane through 
his face mask — Darth Vader 
he’s not. Instead of The Joker, 
we now have The Mumbler. 
And many of the characters’ 
motivations seemed unclear 
to me, especially Catwoman, 
although I liked Anne Hatha¬ 
way in the role. She gets the 
best lines AND the best out¬ 


fits. But it’s Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt that really occupies the 
heart of the movie. He’s the 
only one that seems human 
in it, so kudos to him. 

RC: Agreed about Gordon- 
Levitt but I liked Bane’s 
slightly nutty Shakespearean 
villain, even if some of his dia¬ 
logue ended up sounding like 
a garbled mixture of drunken 
whispers and baby talk. Also, 
Hathaway, for my money, 
rocks it. 

MB: She usually does, doesn’t 
she... If I seem a bit unenthusi- 
astic about the movie, it’s just 
that the last Batman was dam 
near perfect. It’s a tough act to 
follow, but a few more action 
sequences and a more focused 
stoiy would have helped.

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Filmmaker dares to be wild with ‘Beasts’ 



Beasts of the 
Southern Wild.

No American independent 
film has landed this year 
with the impact of Beasts of 
the Southern Wild, a crowd- 
pleaser about a six-year old 
girl named Hushpuppy 
(newcomer Quevenzhane 
Wallis) riding out a natural 
disaster in the Louisiana 
bayou. 

What’s struck many 
critics about the film is its 
blend of offhanded fantasy 
and gritty realism — an 
unlikely combination that 
writer-director Benh Zeitlin 
says comes naturally. 

“My head always goes to 
fables and myths,” says the 
29-year-old filmmaker, who 
not only wrote and directed 
Beasts but also helped to 
compose its soaring musical 
score.

“Those are the stories I 
grew up with. 

“But I’m most inter¬ 
ested in people. My favour¬ 
ite movies are ultra-realist 
ones. I’m interested in 
both things, and Beasts was 
about trying to marry fan¬ 
tastical elements with very 
human characters.” 

As unusual as Beasts’ 
style may be, the circum¬ 
stances of its production 
are even more unique. 

Like Zeitlin’s award¬ 
winning short Glory at Sea, 
the film was produced with 
the Louisiana-based film- 
making collective Court 13, 
which stresses a collabora¬ 
tive, all-hands-on-declc ap¬ 
proach. (Zeitlin was one of 
the co-founders). 

“I think New Orleans is 
ideally suited for that sort 
of thing,” says the director. 


“Creativity is so much a 
part of the culture. 

“We’re making stuff by 
hand, everybody wanted to 
help. It was through making 
the short, meeting people, 
casting people in bars, 
that you end up with a 


community that grows and 
grows.” 

Some have been quick 
to point out that Zeitlin, 
who is based in New York, 
is not a part of that com¬ 
munity but he says that he 
was quickly welcomed with 


open arms. 

“Filmmaking is an amaz¬ 
ing tool to get to know 
places and people,” he says. 

“It has this unparalleled 
ability to open doors. 

“The very first time I got 
down there, there’s some 


culture shock, it’s a very 
territorial place and there’s 
some culture shock ... but as 
it goes on it gains its own 
gravity and synergy. 

“It attracts people to do¬ 
ing something wild and cre¬ 
ative.”

It’s summertime and while 
the drinking may seem 
easy, divorcing Tom Cruise 
could prove simpler than 
finding a wine to match 
casual, warm afternoon 
dining.

The inside track on Katherine Legge 


Girl’s got drive. 

Metro talks to one of 
the few women to 
make the top ranks of 
pro motor racing

“I know I race like a girl,” says 
a promotional slogan for Kath¬ 
erine Legge. “Try and keep up.” 

Not many can keep up with 
Legge, though. The 32-year-old 
is one of very few women in 
the top ranks of professional 
motor racing, the first woman 
to win the prestigious Rising 
Star award from the British Ra¬ 
cing Drivers’ Club and a com¬ 
petitor in the IndyCar Series — 
one of the jewels in the crown 
of professional racing. 

Legge will be one of 26 driv¬ 
ers competing in this Sunday’s 
Edmonton Indy. After that, the 
British native (she now lives in 
— where else? — Indianapolis) 
is off to the Indy Grand Prix of 
Sonoma in California. Here’s 
an inside-track look at a self- 
confessed adrenalin junkie. 

How did you get started? 

I got started in go-karts. We 
went on a family vacation to 
Spain and my dad, my uncle 
and me — I was nine years 
old — went to one of those 
“fun car” places. I loved it. 


Back in England, Dad and I 
spent every weekend racing, 
from Friday night to Sunday 
night, from when I was nine 
to when I was 19. 

When did you decide this was 
what you wanted to do? 

I made the jump (to profession¬ 
al racing) when I won a schol¬ 
arship to race in Formula Ford 
(an entry-level racing series) in 
2005 when I came over to the 
U.S. I won my first race that 
year and came third overall in 
the Atlantics championship. 
That made a career possible. 

Is your dad still involved? 

My dad makes the trip from 
England to wherever I’m ra¬ 
cing — North America, Aus¬ 
tralia, China. He’s broke be¬ 
cause of it. He can take credit 
for (my career success) because, 
yes, I’ve been the one driving 
the car but he’s been the one 
behind me, giving me advice, 
propping me up and keeping 
me on a level ground. 

Do women face particular 
hurdles in motor sports? 

Absolutely, but it’s changing. 
When I was on the way up, 
women were very much a 
novelty. Now there are more 
women in racing, and more 
being done to help them. FIA 
(Federation Internationale de 
l’Automobile, which governs 
auto-racing events around 
the world) has started a fe¬ 
male racing commission. 


Your fiance, Peter Terting, is 
also a race-car driver. Is he 
as good as you? 

That depends on who you 
ask! It’s a good (thing) we 
don’t race in the same ser¬ 
ies, because I don’t think we 
would still be planning our 
wedding if that were the case. 

What will you do after 
racing? 

I haven’t thought about it. I 
don’t want to think about it. 
But one of my passions is let¬ 
ting girls and young women 
believe that they can be any¬ 
thing they want to be, that 
they can follow their dreams. 
I’ve just been announced as 
the female driver ambassador 
for the FIA. And I’m also an 
official spokesperson for the 
U.S. Girl Scouts’ STEM pro¬ 
gram, which encourages girls 
in science, technology, engin¬ 
eering and math. When I stop 
racing I think I will be more 
active in (such activities). 

Have you brought any young 
women into the sport? 

I didn’t set out to be a role 
model, I set out to be a race- 
car driver. But I have had 
young girls come up to me at 
the track and say, “I’m racing 
because of you,” or “You’re 
my hero.” I think, wow. That’s 
a lot of responsibility right 
there. So I’ve tried to conduct 
myself in such a manner that 
shows girls that whatever 
they want to do, go for it.

As if Joey Logano’s resume isn’t 
impressive enough already, 
the 22-year-old NASCAR star is 
on Nova Scotia turf and has his 
sights set on adding to it. 

Logano, who sits 16th in 
the Sprint Cup points stand¬ 


ings and has earned more than 
$2.3 million US this year, will 
star as a celebrity driver in the 
Parts for Trucks Pro Stock Tour 
IWK 250 at Riverside Inter¬ 
national Speedway near Antig- 
onish on Saturday. 

“We’re here to win — I 
didn’t come here to finish 
second,” Logano said Thursday 
at a meet-and-greet at the IWK. 


“We’re going to make sure we 
do everything we can do to 
win, but I realize the challenge 
ahead of me.

But on Saturday, the 
18-year-old Parts for Trucks 
Pro Stock Tour rookie will 
actually race in the IWK 250 
for the first time at Riverside 
International Speedway near 
Antigonish, and he couldn’t be 
happier. 

“I’ve had dreams of racing 
it,” Eddy said. “I’d say bumping 
(Maritime stars) Greg Proude 
or Donald Chisholm for a win 
in the IWK 250 would mean 
more to me than racing the 
Daytona 500. It’s so awesome 
to be in it, and I’m looking 
forward to having a good run.”

In 2004, Hayden swam 
poorly, which was the very 
least of it. 

Just before the end of the 
Games, he found himself in 
the middle of an early morning 
street battle between Greek po¬ 
lice and anarchists. The then- 
19-year-old was pulled into the 
middle of it, had the boots put 
to him, was cuffed and eventu¬ 
ally released. Though Canada 
requested some sort of official 
accounting, Hayden received 
no satisfaction. 

The “riot thing” is how 
Hayden remembers it now. 

“That put a huge damper on 
Athens for me,” Hayden said. 

Four years later, he arrived 
in Beijing as the biggest star 
of Canada’s swim team, a de¬ 
fending world champion at the 
sport’s glamour event — the 
100-metre freestyle. 


Hayden expected two med¬ 
als. He made the mistake of 
talking about two medals — in 
the 100-metre and the four- 
by-100 relay. 

He dropped out of the 
200-metre freestyle in order to 
concentrate on the relay. 

In the 100-metre, he didn’t 
qualify for the finals. 

“I got caught watching 
(eventual silver medallist 
Eamon) Sullivan. I lost focus 


for just that one instant and 
then ...” said Hayden, drifting 
off. 

Apparently, Sullivan was 
thinking of Hayden, too. The 
Australian set a world record 
in that semifinal heat. Sullivan 
may have cost himself gold by 
putting out too much effort too 
early in order to best the Can¬ 
adian who’d topped him at the 
world championships. 

Then Hayden’s relay team 


rolled a fourth. 

It was a disappointing 
Olympics for Canada in the 
pool — they’ve been dis¬ 
appointing for some time now 
— and a great deal of the usual 
hand-wringing was directed in 
Hayden’s direction. 

“I think I paid a little too 
much attention to my own 
media hype,” Hayden said. 
“This time, I’m basically not 
caring what anybody says — 


whether it’s positive or nega¬ 
tive.” 

The four intervening years 
have been up and down for the 
veteran 28-year-old from Mis¬ 
sion, B.C. 

His body started to rebel. 
A series of cascading injuries 
ended up settling in the spot 
that plagues most aging swim¬ 
mers — his back. 

Hayden now has a team of 
therapists and a comprehen¬ 
sive regimen to keep himself 
afloat. 

“Now when my back starts 
acting up, I don’t go into panic 
mode. The back used to keep 
me out of the pool for two or 
three days. Now, I get some 


treatment and I’m back in the 
water the next day.” 

In the weeks before arriv¬ 
ing in London, Hayden is criss¬ 
crossing Europe looking for 
tune-up races. One of the other 
things he’s learned is that the 
mental and physical crush of a 
big meet cannot be simulated 
in training. He needs to arrive 
in a winning frame of mind, 
rather than frying to build 
himself up to one on the cru¬ 
cial day. 

“It’s important that the 
gears are already moving 
when I get there,” Hayden said. 
“This has been a long learning 
process.”

Nadal pulls 
out of Games 


Defending champion Rafael 
Nadal pulled out of the Lon¬ 
don Olympics on Thursday 
with an undisclosed injury, 
leaving the tennis competi¬ 
tion without one of its lead¬ 
ing stars and robbing Spain’s 
team of its flag-bearer for the 
opening ceremony. 

Nadal won the French 
Open for a record seventh 
time this year but has 
struggled with left-lcnee 
problems at times during the 
season. Shortly after winning 
his 11th Grand Slam title 
at Roland Garros, he lost to 
lOOth-ranked Lukas Rosol in 
the second round at Wimble¬ 
don. 

Nadal has not played since. 

The third-ranked Nadal 
said Thursday he wasn’t in 
condition to compete at the 
Olympic tennis tournament 
— which also will be held at 
Wimbledon.
